price order fixed price ceilings at 
the highest level between Dec. 19 
and Jan. 25. 
Wages were sealed

Chief opposition came from the 
Soviet bloc, which maintains that 
the U. S. is the aggressor against 
Korea and China, and from India, 
which fears a sharp word to the 
Chinese Reds may set off World 
W ar III. 
Peace Appeals Flop

Supervisor C. W. Stoll, chair­ 
man of the board’s finance com­ 
mittee, 
reported 
that 
following 
consultation 
with 
J. Clyde Mc- 
Gonagle, Delta prosecuting attor­ 
ney, it was decided to exempt the 
register of probate from the hour­ 
ly wage rate schedule. 
Work With Clerk 
“The prosecuting attorney has 
advised us that both the judge of 
probate and the registrar of pro­ 
bate are not under the jurisdiction 
of the county board,” Stoil said. 
The 
minimum 
salaries of the 
judge of probate and the register 
of probate are established by sta­ 
tute, Stoll added. The rqinimum 
for the register of probate is $800 
a year. The county has establish­ 
ed 
the salary of the register of 
probate at $2,100. The only change 
will 
be 
that 
statements under

Appeasement Can Never 
Satisfy Tyrant 
rp H O S E who rem em ber well how futile 
•*- 
appeasem ent proved to be in staving 
off W orld W ar II find it hard to u n d e r­ 
stand the eagerness of today's appeasers. 
Both in Europe and Asia there are sin ­ 
cere men who honestly believe that the 
way to meet Communist aggression is to 
m ake concessions to it. The idea, of course, 
is that if you give the Reds w hat they say 
they w ant, then they’ll stop bothering the 
world and we can all have a secure peace 
T he suprem e fallacy in this view is th a t 
Communists, 
like 
any 
other 
tyrannical 
group bent on general conquest, never stop 
w anting things. Their appetite can’t be sa t­ 
isfied until they have swallowed the globe. 
W hen 
H itler 
got w hat he supposedly 
w anted at M unich—the G erm an Sudeten- 
lang region of Czechoslovakia—he genial­ 
ly announced to the world that 
he 
had 
"no fu rth e r territorial ambitions.” A few 
m onths later his armies 
m arched 
into 
Prague, and soon he was knocking at P o­ 
lan d ’s door. Had he gained Poland w ithout 
a fight, there would have been some new 
dem and by the Nazis upon the free world. 
T he technique of piecemeal, 
bloodless 
conquests w as carefully refined by Hitler. 
He tried not to ask for too much at a time. 
P erhaps only the precipitate haste of his 
tim e schedule alarm ed the democracies to 
the point w here they determined to su p ­ 
port resistance to further aggression in 
1939. 
H itler conceived his scheme of bloodless 
invasion w ith a cynical calculation. It was 
his belief that if an aggressor did not d e ­ 
m and too m uch at once, concession to his 
dem and m ight seem reasonable and just. 
But 
as 
each succeeding demand w as 
gran ted— for 
the 
sam e 
reason—there 
would, he felt, be less and less point in 
holding out against the aggressor. The a p ­ 
peaser, having yielded so much, could not 
see the sense of turning about and resist­ 
ing flesh demands. He would ask himself: 
"W hy stand here, at Phase 3. when we did 
not stand at Phase 2?”

The m en in the K rem lin have studied 
H itler’s methods well; they practice them 
better than he did. 
People who believe 
men w ould be satisfied by a single series 
of concessions don’t understand the w o rk ­ 
ings of the totalitarian mind. 
Any lull gained by concessions to Stalin 
or Mao would be only tem porary—until 
they considered the mom ent right to seek 
new advances. Blackmailers are not by 
nature a charitable breed; they do not take 
pity on their victims and let them rest. 
One can sympathize with the w ar w e a ri­ 
ness and fear which dictate an appeasing 
mood in some places. But there can be no 
sym pathy for appeasem ent that is based 
on ignorance of history. And in the end, if 
the free w orld is to save itself, that mood 
m ust everyw here give w ay to a resolve not 
to be hoodwinked again by 
the 
tyrants 
who now confront us.

Robbing The People 
Of Their Capital 
r pHF, president of the American Bankers 
* 
association, 
Jam es E. Shelton, 
has 
w arned that governm ent deficits 
which 
lead to an immense public debt, devalua­ 
tion of the dollar and inflation, only result 
in robbing the people of the capital accum­ 
ulated by their work. He said, in addition, 
that it is the task of every American to 
"see that the young people of this country 
are not unknow ingly 
and 
unwittingly 
drawn into the whirlpool of socialism.” 
These are strong words, but they come 
at a time w hen strong words are needed. 
They apply directly to everyone v/ho has a 
savings account, 
a life insurance policy, 
some governm ent bonds, or any other form 
of fixed dollar savings. 
It is not just the 
"rich” who are the victim s of financially 
irresponsible governm ent—indeed the rich 
are better able to stand it than the rest of 
us. It is the average m an, with a salary 
which buys less and less in the market, 
who takes the real beating— along 
with 
those whose savings become less and less 
valuable in term s of purchasing power and 
security. 
It has long been th e frankly expressed 
Russian belief that this country would col­ 
lapse economically from within. Then the 
communists, the theory goes, could pick up 
the pieces and organize the world. We are 
playing 
the 
enem y’s gam e when we go 
blithely on piling billions of appropriations 
for domestic governm ent spending on pct 
political projects which are not necessary, 
and which the fires of inflation burn hotter 
and hotter, on top of the tens of billions 
now needed for our defense program. How 
long will it take our people to see that our 
gigantic bureaucratic federal machine will 
spend us into socialism and oblivion unless 
it is curbed in its orgy of waste whch today 
knows no bounds?

W ASHINGTON—It is no cccret that the 
key to Soviet Russia’s w ar-m aking ability 
is chi. It is also no secret that Russia does 
not have sufficient oil to continue a war 
for more than two or three months. Thus 
she must get more oil before she starts 
hostilities. 
This is why tho little country of Iran, a 
land of Nomad tribes and vast oil reserves, 
may be the key to future pence. 
Should 
Moscow 
be able to take over 
Iran’s priceless oil fields, 
she would not 
only have enough oil to w age war, 
but 
would also have access to the Indian ocean 
through tho Persian Gulf. 
This 
would 
probably morn that India, Arabia, and the 
Near East eventually would become Sov­ 
ietized. 
In view of this, the uncensored news of 
w hat is happening in Iran today 
is 
ex ­ 
tremely imnortnnt. 
This news is that Moscow is waging a 
quiet and extremely effective campaign to 
take over Iran by friendly infiltration. Si­ 
multaneously, tho United States 
has 
so 
bungled its diplomacy—including our fail­ 
ure to put through a $25,000,000 loan—that 
Iran 
is 
on the verge of tossing aside its 
traditional friendship with tho U. S. A. 
Unquestionably what Russia is aiming at 
is cnvelopm cnut of 
Iran 
by 
peaceful 
means. To do otherwise would ruin the oil 
supply. For, any armed clash over Iran 
would bring about bombing and the de­ 
molition of Iran’s oil fields, thus defeating 
Moscow’s chief reason for taking over the 
country. 
The Soviet strategy, therefore, is to have 
Iran nationalize her oil fields, then hire 
Russian experts to “advise” on oil well op­ 
eration. 
U. S. BUNGLES 
This strategy has made m uch more pro­ 
gress than most people realize 
and 
has 
been speeded up by the following factors: 
1. When Iran faced a fam ine in 1948- 
1950 we hemmed, hawed, and 
delayed 
about sending wheat. M eanwhile, our re- j 
putation as a hum anitarian nation vanish­ 
ed. 
2. The Anglo-Irnnian Oil company, own­ 
ed by the British government, has operat­ 
ed as if Iran were a colony. 
3 We have sent Iran considerably less 
m ilitary and economic aid than her neigh­ 
bors. 
4. The $25,000,000 loan extended by the 
E xport-Im port bank had so m any condi­ 
tions attached that the Iranian parliament 
will probably veto it. 
U. S. Ambassador Henry G rady has been 
pounding Washington corridors trying to 
pry loose the $25,000,000 in a hurry. He is 
getting now here fast. 
Meanwhile, Iran has cut off the Voice of 
America, has given free play to the Voice 
of Moscow, and has negotiated a new trade 
treaty with Russia, giving favorable treat­ 
ment to Iranian products. In brief, Moscow 
has found that friendship pays, 
and 
working at it overtime.

Another tim e Di Salle was asked where 
he would get his staff to administer prices. 
"W e’ll get civil service as far as we can,” 
replied Di Salle.

Q. How about the "I” of such words as 
anti-, demi-, multi-, semi-? People on the 
radio say "ant-eye, dem-eye,” etc. Can that 
be correct?—N. O. A. 
A. No authority known to me sanctions 
or even lists the long “i” (eye) sound in 
the four im portant prefixes, anti-, multi-, 
demi-, and semi-, lienee, it is rem arkable 
that so m any otherwise careful speakers, 
teachers, broadcasters, and ministers, give 
to the words the 
erroneous 
pronuncia­ 
tions, “ant-eye, mult-eye, dem-eye, sem- 
eye.” 
All dictionaries show the “i” short as in 
“bit, tin.” However, as Webster’s observes, 
the sound varies considerably from 
the 
short "I”—in cultured American speech it 
is oftener m uch closer to, if not actually 
like, the long “e” (ce) of “eve, Venus.” 
In the following correct pronunciations, 
I am using the "ee” sound in order to em ­ 
phasize the incorrectness of “ant-eye,” etc. 
You may prefer to sound the "i” short, as 
in “tin,” as m any speakers do, especially in 
New England.

Catches Them Alive 
“Rattle snakes are rather quiet 
during cool weather but usually 
hunt at night and then den up 
in the holes until the sun is warm 
at midday. They then curie out 
and sun themselves on 
the Bur­ 
lace near the holes. 
“Mr. Singleton spotted a snake 
track through the ashes and we 
followed it to a clump of unburn­ 
ed palmetto. With a round pole 
similar to a broom 
handle 
he 
spread the palmetto and peered 
under it. Lying by a large hole 
were four large rattlesnakes. 
“Ile placed the pole across the 
largest snake, 
near 
its 
head, 
grasped it by the tail and pulled 
the snake from the cover. 
He 
then placed the pole across 
the 
snake’s head and grasped 1 ” 
neck, just back of the big, flat 
head, lifteu it off the ground and 
placed it in a cloth sack he car­ 
ried. It was quite an astonishing 
feat, it seemed to me. 
“The other snakes disappeared 
into the hole. 
“The snake he had captured 
was five feet and 
seven 
inches 
long and as large around as my 
forearm. 
Ten In Hole 
“We dug out tho hole and found 
IO more snakes therein, the larg 
est being five feet six inches, the 
MTiallcst four feet three inches 
It was quite a mess of snakes. 
“Each snake was captured in 
the same manner. Mr. Singleton 
showed no more 
concern 
over 
taking them thus than I would in 
removing a live coyote from 
a 
trap. He has captured thousands 
during the past IO years. 
“The following day we return­ 
ed to search for more, as we had 
found a young one killed by the 
fire. 
Mr. 
Singleton 
said 
that 
where there was one small snake 
there should be 
several 
more. 
However, 
we 
found 
no 
more 
small ones but did find another 
large snake just over four feet. 
It had been hurt some in the fire, 
its rattles being burned off and 
having some burns on its tail. 
“This burned snake was very 
savage, striking repeatedly at Mr. 
Singleton. However, it soon tired 
and its actions became less swift. 
Then, quick 
as 
a flash, 
Mr. 
Singleton had it by the neck and 
in the snake sack. 
“To see America’s most savage 
and deadly snakes 
captured 
so 
quickly and with such little con­ 
cern was an experience I 
will 
never forget. Mr. 
Singleton, 
by 
the way, wore no gloves and had 
on oxfords, not the steel rein­ 
forced boots one reads about in 
the north. Neither does he carry 
a snake kit or anti-venom. 
“Few rattlers ever exceed six 
feet; therefore the two over five 
feet were extra large ones. 
Mr. 
Singleton sells them for $150 a 
foot."

Speaker O f House 
Rayburn Sets New 
Record For Tenure 


WASHINGTON — (ZP) — Sam 
Rayburn today surpasses tile re­ 
cord for tenure as speaker of the 
House of Representatives estab­ 
lished by Henry Clay more than 
a century ago. 
The crack of the stocky, bald 
Texan’s gavel calling the House to 
session at noon (EST) was due to 
exceed Clay’s record 
of 
eight 
years, four months and 11 days as 
presiding officer of the House. 
In neither case was the long 
tenure continuous. 
Rayburn assumed the post on 
Sept. 16, 1940, filling a vacancy 
created by the death of the late 
William B. Bankhead 
of 
Ala­ 
bama. His service as speaker was 
interrupted during 
the Republi­ 
can-controlled 80th 
Congress 
in 
1947-48. 
Statisticians have figured that 
the record Clay set in between 
1811 and 1825 totaled 3,05612 days. 
Today Is Rayburn’s 3,057th.
